RUSSIA'S ULTIMATUM. 


WASHINGTON, April l.-Informa- 


tlon hue reached here to the effect that 
the Kalian Government, being serious- 
ly pr-nuib»-d by the course of China, in 
not 
signing the Manchurtan agree- 


ment largely because of the protest 
made by the several powers, has con- 
veyto a distinct and unmistakable In- 
dication to China that if this course Is 
nersisted in there may be an interrup- I 
«on of diplomatic relations between 
Russia and China and a termination of 
the present intercourse between them. 
This is little short of an ultimatum that 
China must sign or take the conse- 
quence of a termination of her friendly 
relations with Russia. 
To what extent the United States will 


take cognltance of Russia's disposition 
to enforce the signing of tbe agree- 
ment has not yet been made apparent. 
It appears to be the policy of the Chl- 
*e*e authorities to consider this as a 
subject which concerns the Pov/en 
aulte as much as it does China. The 
matter has become further complicated 
hy reports reaching Washington that 
the Chinese authorities are divided on 
the course to be pursued, some of the 
most Influential, including LI Hung 
Chang, urging that acaulescence be 
given to the Russian proposals, while 
others Insist on rejecting the agree- 
ment The attitude of Li Hung Chang 
to accounted 
for by his well known 


friendliness for Russian interests. In 
this case, however, there appears to be 
arrayed against him the strong In- 
fluence of the Southern Viceroys, Chan 
Chi Tung and Lla Kun Tl, who oppose 
the signing of the treaty. The reports 
reaching here this morning showed that 
the agreement had not yet been signed. 
Its status is most peculiar. The time 
within which it was to be signed expir- 
ed last Tuesday, but on that day Yang 
Yu, the Chinese Minister, fell In the 
legation and hurt his head so that he 
was unable to transact business. This 
misfortune caused much amusement 
here and some Irritation 
In certain 


quarters as It had been recognized as 
a timely means of avoiding a direct 
action on the subpect. It Is not clear 
to what extent the Russian Intimation 
has gone, but In any event it gives an 
urgency to China's course which has 
not been presented thus far.

HOW THE TARIFF 


AIDS INDUSTRY 


NEW YORK, April 1.—S. J. Robin- 


son, managing director of W. Jessop 
& SOBS, Ltd., of Brightsiae works, 
Sheffield. England, arrived here on the 
Cunarder Lucania for the purpose of 
determining as to the location of a 
plant which the English concern pur- 
poses erecting in the United States. 
•i'he Jessop Company, wnich is capi- 
talised at ¥2,000,000, operates one of the 
oldest established Industrial plants in 
Europe, it being founded as far bacK 
as 1774. It manufactures crucible steel 
chiefly. The Sheffield 
works under- 
take a number of large contracts for 
the British government, and give em- 
ployment to 1,650 hands. 
In an Interview, last night, Mr. Rob- 


inson said: 
"We are going to build a plant on 
this side principally wltn a view to 
escape the tariff of some *50 a ton, 
which the United States government 
imposes on crucible steel entering this 
country. Having works here will ena- 
ble us to extend our important busi- 
ness connections In America, While 
it is somewhat premature to state 
what particular«additional new lines 
we Intend to enter into the manufac- 
ture of, I will say that we shall mane 
a feature of the steel specialties which 
the DIngley tariff precludes us from 
manufacturing in England and ship- 
ping Into the United States. 
"Another reason for our present step 
is that we now labor under a distinct 
disadvantage on the other side owing 
to the high price of fuel. 
On last 
year's business we had to declare a re- 
duced dividend on that score, notwith- 
standing our books having shown the 
largest turnover In the history of the 


"As to' the precise location of the 
nlant. I am not yet In a position to 
say anything definite, but It may be 
taken for granted that our new works, 
will be In the vicinity of Plttsburg. 
W P. Wagner, our general agent in 
the United States, and myself, leave 
tor U>at city within the next few days 
for the purpose of going Into the ques- 
tion of a suitable site." 
BIr. Eoblnson thinks but lightly of 
the idea of any serious competition 
arising from American exports of coal 
into Great Britain. He says that fuel 
pric%B on the other side must soon rail. 
"It must be remembered," he contin- 
ued, "that two years ago coal was sell- 
ing at 100 per cent lower than existing 
Quotations. 
Moreover, the railroad 
freight rates from seaboard to British 
Industrial centers would, I think, con- 
siderably tend to kill the possibilities 
of American coal in England. While 
I do not share the intensely gloomy 
view which some persons indulge in as 
regards present and future 
business 
conditions in Great Britain, I cannot 
but admit that things look serious and 
would not be at all surprised to learn

SAN JUAN, P. R., March 
6.—The 
surplus labor population of Porto Rico 
is being gradually, but permanently, 
lessened by Immigration. 
During the 
past few -months over 1,800 men, wom- 
en and children have left for Hawaii, 
and If the Hawaiian Sugar Planters' 
Association does \not cancel its order 
with the local agents, and if too mucn 
opposition is not raised here, about 
8,000 more will be sent to the far-away 
islands. 
The local agents have been consider- 
ably handicapped by the publication 
of numerous scare stories In the local 
Spanish papers. 
These stones are 
written and: circulated by a certain 
element, which, for one reason or an- 
other, ia opposed to emigration. 
By 
means of newspapers and 
handbills, 


which have been distributed in tne dis- 
tricts from Which the emigrants are 
being recruited the ignorant would-»e 
emigrants are led to believe that they 
are being sold Into slavery, and that 
their masters will subject them to all 
manner of torture and cruelty on the 
sugar plantations of Hawaii. 


TROUBLE WHEN SHIP SAILED. 
The last lot of Hawaii-bound eml- 


gralnts sailed from Ponce March 3. The 
ship intended to sail March 2, but it 
was held up by the authorities on 
complaints from parems that their 
children were being taken away with- 
out their consent.
